Evergreens give permanent beauty all the year, 
carrying their beautiful richly colored foliage through 
the winter when deciduous trees and shrubs are 
leafless. Every home-builder, no matter how small 
the grounds, needs them. They not only provide 
privacy, but are indispensable for shelter and wind- 
breaks, hedges, backgrounds, and specimens in 
landscape work. The slow-growing and spreading 
varieties such as Yews and Junipers are available 
for use in house and garden plantings. Practically 
all evergreens require light and air. Yews and Hem- 
locks are the most tolerant of shade.

The Junipers are a large group of evergreens growing in 
almost all parts of this country, as well as in many other parts 
of the world. These plants are used extensively in garden 
work, due to their varying types and interesting habits of 
growth, either columnar, bushy, or spreading. All varieties 
are extremely hardy and have attractive foliage, varying in 
color from light to dark and even to a bluish green. Some 
have showy blue berries in the fall.
